success In the ‘small material things 
such as board growing contests and 
the honoring of living pioneers but 
for the most part we have been too 
busy with the affairs of oday and 
planning for the affairs of tomorrow 
to bother with what Is past.” 

One of the objectives of the Jubilee 
celebrations could have been the 
writing of the full history of the 
Canadian West and the teaching of 
that history In Canadian schools, ho 
said. 

Mr. MacEwan made a survey of his 
own to find out just how much was 
known of the heroes of Western Can* 
ada among the youth. He said they 
knew absolutely nothing about them. 
He also said our public libraries 
barely give mention to them. 

‘‘Everyone knows that Western Can¬ 
ada has millions of bushels of wheat 
that It doesn’t know what to do wih, 
but how many know that Just 75 years 
ago this area got an order for 5,000 
bushels and could not fill It, could 
only ship 800 bushels in fact.” 

He said the acquisition of Saskat¬ 
chewan and Alberta history by the 
next generation is more important to 
the province than the addition of 
dozens of oil wells. 

“It means dealing in intangibles but 
it makes the world go ’round. Until 
tlie people have acquired a sentiment¬ 
al outlook towards their country, they 
are not the best citizens a country 
can have.” 

At one time a student going to 
college, asked this question of the 
Professor, “What is the use of his¬ 
tory anyway?” And this is the ans¬ 
wer the Professor gave in the form 
of a question to the student, and 1 
would ask you folks to think about it 
for a moment, The Professor asked 
this question. ‘‘What happens to peo¬ 
ple who lose their memory?” Doesn’t 
that question make one realize how 
very important it is to write and re¬ 
tain history and keep records, reli¬ 
gious and otherwise. 

We might ask why we celebrate 
the 50th year? Why not the 40th. or 
the 60th? I3u ever since the children 
of Israel were commanded to mark 
the 50th year as a day of remember- 
ante and in gathering and a day of 
celebration the world has observed 
the GOetli year. 

We might just briefly mention our 
own Mormon towns. Each one has 
celebrated it’s 50eth. year. Leth¬ 
bridge, which had no Mormons then, 
was founded in 1885 by Alexander 
Galt and his son Elliot. Cardston in 
1887, founded by Chas. Ora Card, Ma- 
grath in 1899 and two weeks later 
Stirling was founded by Theo Brand- 
ley and company. In 1901 Raymond 
was founded by Jesse Knight. 

We recently reeeiced a paper from 
Ted King telling of celebrating the 
town of Burley, Idaho on it’s 60eth. 
annivesaiy. It contains a lot of early 
pioneer history about the Silent City 
of Rocks, near where 1 and my hus¬ 
band lived when we were young. We 
have often visited there and climbed 
to the top of old Bath Rock. My 
Lucie used to tell me ubout the Indian 
battles which were fought there and 
in this paper it tells of 300 men, wo¬ 
men and children being slaghtered 
there by the Indians and of the escape 
of only five persons. It tells of one 
mother with a small baby who was 
determined to save her baby, the five 
of them had to crawl on their hands 
and knees. 

'1 he little mother took the clothes 
ol the baby between her teeth and 
crawled for miles that way and es¬ 
caped. Soldiers from Brigham City 
time they arrived 300 were dead, 
came to help the whites but by the
